predicted growth over 1969 
returns at 1.89 billion cubic 
feet — “no mean feat under 
industrial and market condi¬ 
tions," he added. 

But the minister also told 
the House lumber production 
in the province last year was 


down 4 per cent, shingla 
piwkiction down 12 per cent, 
plywood production down 6.5 
per cent, pulp production 
down 7 per cent and paper 
production down 5.5 per cent.

Cost of the total program is 
being stepped up tenfold to 
$4.5 milHon starting April 1. 
Health Minister John Munro 
announced in the Commons. 

Its main component*, and 
the budgets, are: research 
SI.*! million. Information $1.1 
million, analytical services 
$•• 00 , 000 , innovative services 
S’! million. 

★ * ★ 

Cannabis will be the chief 
research target. Dr. Aurels 
Beaulnes, who heads the drug 
abuse program, told a news 
conference. 

Sixty or 70 per cent of the 
funds will go to finding out 
precisely what a standard 
form of the drug does in the 

body. 

Fifty research projects In¬ 
volving more than a dozen 
institutions already have been 
proposed. 

These include controlled 
studies to show how the body 
responds to known doses of 
the active ingredients of 
cannabis — how much it 
speeds up the heart, how 
much it changes perception. 

Once the scientific verdict 
is in. the word will go out so 


die hazards, if any. will bft 
known. 

“If we have to say that on 
the basis of the evidence 
marijuana is less toxic titan 
tobacco or cigarettes then we 
will have to say so," Reuiilnes 
said. 


Munro said .the credibility 
Of authorities has suffered 
from statements being made 
that are open to question.

OTTAWA — There has been 
another federal government 
not-so-secret “memorandum" 
— this one on the handling 
and release of unemployment 
totals —r and another uproar 
in the Commons. 

The Conservative opposition 
charged that Manpower and 
Immigration Minister Otto 
Lang sent out a “directive" to 
h i« regional departmental 


offices instructing them to 
keep quiet about unemploy¬ 
ment figures, and, if finding it 
impossible under pressure to 
“hush them up." then to put 
the best possible face on the 
unhappy jobless totals. 

In the Commons Wednes¬ 
day. Lang denied he had sent 
out such a memorandum. He 
simply couldn’t have sent it 
out. he explained to a vocally 
skeptical opposition, because 
he didn't know anything about 
such a directive. 


Former Conservative leader 
John Diefenbaker stormed 
that this was “just another 
cover-up," and then laughed 
at the uncomfortable Lang 
that “two secret memoran¬ 
dums in a week is just about 
par for this government.” 

The uproar seemed about to 
subside until only minutes 
later, outside the House in the 
corridors bf the Commons, 
Lang conceded that yes, there 
had been a “directive." but 
that he hadn’t sent it out. 


Somebody else In the 
department -- he declined to 
guess who — had done it. 

But not, he insisted, with 
any idea of “fixing" or 
“doctoring" or even "sitting 
on" the figures. 

What had happened, ex¬ 
plained the embarrassed 
manpower minister, was that 
“attention had been called" in 
a telex message Jan. 18 to a 
two-year-old directive to five 
regional offices “suggesting"

Williston said that with new 
controls over land use con¬ 
tained in the Land Act passed 
in 1970. the npw provision 
means-only a minimal danger 
exists that the public will 
ever lose control over this 
vital resource. He added: “No 
province in Canada can now 
compare with our procedures 
in this regard and the action 
now recommended would be a 
further step in the retention 
of our Canadian identity." 

Details of the proposed 
curbs are expected to be 
spelled out in legislation later 
in the session. 

In his speech. Williston used 
the Utah application, 
recently granted by the pollu-

Womb Needs Time 


By G. C. TIIOSTESON, MD 

Dear Dr. Tliosteson: I have 
Just had my post-natal 
checkup after having our 
third child. The doctors told 
me that my womb, or uterus, 
did not go back into normal 
position. 

Would you please discuss 
this? I am wondering about 
such things as: Will I be able 
to gel pregnant and carry 
another child? Will this affect 
my menstrual periods? Does 
It have anything to do with 
one’s figure?—8.G. 

The uterus (obviously! has 
to become quite distended as 
1 h e b a b y -t o -be grows. 
Normally after delivery, the 
uterus gradually reduces in 
v,size — this is called involu¬ 
tion. 


Occasionally, this involution 
is incomplete — for various 
reasons. There may be reten¬ 
tion of some of the after¬ 
birth, and it must be re¬ 
moved. Or the lining of the 
uterus may not re-form com¬ 
pletely. Or some other ab¬ 
normality may be at fault. 

I presume that your 
checkup was at the usual 
time, about six weeks after 
the birth. Depending on the 
exact symptoms, perhaps a 
little more time is required 
for the uterus to resume its 
former slate. You should 
watch for abnormal bleeding, 
however, and in any event 
you should be checked again 
by your doctor in a little 
while. 

As in your three specific 


questions, I would say no to 
all. Another pregnancy is not 
likely unless the uterus com¬ 
pletes its involution; there 
should be no effect on your 
menstrual cycle; there should 
be no change in your figure 
because of this.

TIuMteson: I have 
to take a laxative and an 
enema to get my bowels to 
move, and afterward my 
stomach gets shaky and sick. 
This is not natural, so what 
can be done about it?—Mrs.

Quit the enemas; use only 
mild laxatives, and then only 
when you have given other 
methods a fair trial.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
While police scuffled with 
demonstrators in front of the 
Standard Oil of California 
building, a coast guard hear¬ 
ing heard testimony Wednes¬ 
day indicating both Standard 
tankers which collided under 
the Golden Gate bridge Jan. 
18 may have been out of 
position. 

A mile away from the scene 
of the disturbance the chief 
officer of the Arizona 
Standard testified that the 
Oregon Standard must have 
been in the wrong sea lane 
when the two vessels collided 
in fog and darkness, spilling 
840,000 gallons of oil into San 
Francisco Bay. 

But the Arizona Standard’s 
second mate later startled the 
hearing by suggesting his own 
ship might also have been too 
far toward the centre. 

While the marine board of 
investigation into the collision 
went on, 200 demonstrators, 
some carrying Viet Cong 


flags, shouted slogans and 
scuffled with police at 
Standard’s San Francisco 
headquarters. 


Police said four persons 
were arrestedr and a window 
was broken at a nearby 
building. Dead birds were 


dumped on the sidewalk in 
front of the Standard building, 
labelled ”t he people’s 
evidence.” 

Standard also was the 
target of a lawsuit, filed 
Tuesday by a militant con- 
s e rvation organization on 
behalf of all volunteers who 
rescued birds and cleaned 
shoreline.

A snowstorm driven by 
wind gusts of up to 70 miles 
an hour in some areas swept 
•nit of most of Ontario and 
intii Quebec Wednesday. 

While the worst appeared to 
be over in the hard-hit 
southern Ontario region, the 
weather office said late Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon the storm 
appeared to be stalled over 
Quebec and would likely blow 
itself out in the northern 
region of the province. 

Hazardous driving warnings 
were issued by Quebec Pro¬ 
vincial Police as the atorm 
dumped four inches of snow 
on Montreal and almost 10 
inches in Quebec City, where 
more was forecast. 

Drifting snow reduced visi¬ 
bility to zero on many high¬ 
ways and caused a multitude 
of accidents. Several major 


highways near Montreal were 
c losed. Abandoned and stalled 
vehicles on other roads 
blocked traffic and delayed 
travellers for hours. 

The storm also hit the 
Ottawa area Wednesday, 
where it was described as the 
worst in years, packing winds 
of 60 miles per hour and 
dumping six inches of snow. 

Transportation in and out of 
Ottawa was either cancelled 
or delayed. Buses and trains 
were running up to six hour* 
late and air traffic was on a 
stop-and-go basis most of the 
day. 

Some *chools and govern¬ 
ment departments were let 
out early. The storm, with a 
wind-chill factor reacliing 52 
below zero, caused about 100 
minor traffic accidents.

Drury, caught by surprise in the disclosure of 
a “plan" to recruit more French-speaking 
unemployed university graduates for the public 
service, has now taken the government off the 
hook except in an indirect way. It wasn’t a plan, he 
has explained, but a study by the public service 
commission, and the government didn’t know 
about it—which must be a rather embarrassing 
admission. Nothing would be done to turn the 
study into an actual program without approval by 
the government and consultation with Parliament. 

But this does not mean that the so-called 
feasibility study can go without further question¬ 
ing. The intent has been made quite plain: to make 
jobs for a number of French-speaking unemployed 
graduates from Quebec, said to be 250, at an extra 
cost of $2,000,000 in the coming year, in addition 
to the normal intake. Departments were asked how 
many “additional francophone graduates” they 
could gainfully employ, if salary costs were 
covered from outside their normal budgets. 

Federal government employees and others 
have rightly suggested that this creation of jobs 
specifically for French-speaking graduates would 
be a departure from the merit system. Or as 
Opposition Leader Robert Stanfield put it outside 
the House of Commons, any program aiming at 
hiring people of a particular background to the 


exclusion of all others must be considered 
discriminatory. 

The merit system certainly begins to fly out of 
the window if it is to be specified that to have 
French as one’s first or only language is an 
essential qualification for a job in an Increased 
portion of the public service. 

Canadians generally may be ready to see 
bilingualism, with either language first, count in 
determining merit. They will certainly admit that 
there are some federal jobs requiring a French- 
language background, just as there are Jobs 
requiring an English-language background. But the 
creation of what would amount to a special quota 
of jobs at extra expense to the taxpayers, from 
which English-speaking candidates would be 
excluded, would make a mockery of those who 
strive to improve their qualifications by becoming 
bilingual. 

The province of Quebec has many university or 
college graduates suffering from unemployment. 
The “feasibility study” points the way, possibly, to 
offering some relief. But if federal jobs are to be 
created for this purpose, it will be absurdly unfair 
if they are allocated only to French-speaking 
candidates from Quebec. Other provinces, notably 
British Columbia, have their share of the higher- 
educated unemployed, with just as much right 
proportionately, their merits being equal, to public 
service appointments of a make-work nature. 


The Joy of Living 


S IR FRANCIS CHICHESTER has that same 
inner quirk that makes mountain climbers 
want to reach what appear to be impossible 
objectives. The ancient mariner of modern times is 
off again on an ocean voyage in his sailboat on his 
own. 

It was in May of 1967 that Sir Francis 
completed his 28,500-mile, single-handed circum¬ 
navigation of the world in his 53-foot Gypsy Moth 
TV ketch. It took him 226 days, which means he 
averaged 126 miles a day. 

Now, in a new Gypsy Moth (a 42-footer), he is 
attempting to sail from Portuguese Guinea on the 
African West Coast, to Nicaragua, a distance of 
some 4,000 miles. This is a drop in the bucket to 
his world trip. But his objective is to cover the 
4,000 miles in 20 days, which means a most 
difficult 200 miles every 24 hours. 

As the secretary of the British Institute of 
Navigation, Michael Richey, points out, the idea of 
a speed record under sail is curious because it 
corresponds little to the realities of voyaging. 

But, as Sir Francis himself has written: 
“Nothing brings out the competitive instinct more 
than sailing.” And it is his desire to spend 20 days 


of loneliness, hard work and considerable discom¬ 
fort to win against the odds of time. 

The sort of speed he is seeking was achieved 
by the big sailing ships of the nineteenth century 
only when conditions were abnormally favorable. 

The contest has nothing to do with passage 
making for which Sir Francis has no equal as 
proven by his round-the-world sail and many other 
navigation accomplishments. This is something 
quite different This is purely a game of sailing. 

It was the same in his earlier days when he 
gained fame for exploits in solo long-distance 
flying. Sir Francis, who will be 70 years of age 
next September, took to the sea only about 10 
years ago and the Gypsy Moth name of his boats 
comes from the airplanes he used to fly. 

Throughout his life time targets have come to 
the fore and the goals are in explanation of what 
really are impulsive ventures which have no point 
for anyone but Sir Francis. 

This is the make-up of the man who has little 
chance of winning the most recent game even 
though he has done the impossible before. But, as 
his writings have stated, the joy of living comes 
from action ... from making the attempt ... from 
the effort; not from success. 


W ASHINGTON CALLING 


Battle of the Economy Failing 


A DATE RINGED on every 
official calendar In Wash¬ 
ington is February 5. On that 
day the bureau of labor 
statistics is due to announce 
the unemployment figure for 
the first month of the new 
year.

The figures for January as 
they are assembled will be as 
closely guarded as a top- 
secret military operation. So 
much turns on the trend in 
1971. But whether the per¬ 
centage of the labor force out 
of work is six, the level for 
December, or higher, as 
many now expect it will be. is 
academic. The number of 
persons out of work and 
seeking employment will be 
large even though under the 
"seasonally adjusted" for¬ 
mula the percentage may not 
reflect it. 


The economy ia seriously 
out of joint, and the approach 
of the Nixon administration 
thus far is to deal only with 


the shadows cast by the 
deep-seated causes of the 
dislocation. The shadow play 
is revealing of what is too 
little and certainly too late in 
the administration approach. 

When he announced In his 
"conversation” with the tele¬ 
vision interlocutors that he 
would ask for no new taxes, 
the president shut the door on 
meaningful remedies for in¬ 
flation on the one hand and 
the plight of the bankrupt 
states and cities on the other. 
A tentative trial balloon was 
sent up Tor a value-added tax 
on manufactured goods; in 
effect, a sales tax. It would 
have taken courage to pro¬ 
pose such a tax and real grit 
to try to push it through a 
balky Congress with Demo¬ 
cratic majorities conditioned 
against such a tax or. for that 
matter, any new taxes. 

The shadow play is nowhere 
more transparent than in the 
airy talk about inflation 
tapering off. Inflation is still 


a powerful force, with new 
evidence each day that it can 
grow worse rather than bet¬ 
ter. 


The striking policemen in 
New York, the teachers in 
Chicago, Pittsburgh and else¬ 
where all attest to the pinch 
of rising prices and the 
desperate efforts of the mid¬ 
dle class to hold their own. 
The Chicago teachers’ strike 
was settled with a pledge of 
salary increases adding up to 
$60 million. That additional 
money is nowhere in sight in 
the budget of either the city 
or the state.

I 
agree with Dr. Rogers. I 
think the jieople were misled 
with respect to the regional 
college budget. 

One trustee blamed the 
Increase on the extended 
budget period. The extension, 
lie thought, may have been 
overlooked by the administra¬ 
tion. I was under the impres¬ 
sion that the school board 
controls and hire* the admin¬ 
istrative staff, which, I un¬ 
derstand, has increased by 78 
per cent in the past two 
years. If the staff ds at fault, 

I suggest these personnel are 
misemployed and overpaid 
and perhaps a reduction of 
numbers may improve the 
efficiency and decrease the 
costs.

Lone Family Saves Trumpeter Swans from Extinction

packed over 72 miles of horrendous mountain trails, 
across ice-rimmed lakes and rivers deep in British 
Columbia’s range to Bella Coola at the headwaters of 
Burke Channel, and there mailed at last. 

In the plain language of people who live Intimately with 
miracles of nature. Jack and Trudy Turner told me that the 
trumpeter swans had returned right on schedule. The first 
families flew into the long valley of the Atnarko River on 
October 21, their bugling richocheting across the cleft in the 
mountains as their great white wings caught the first thin 
gleam of morning surg^ 

The Turners hRd completed the last pack-in of 18.000 
pounds of wheat to Lonesome Lake for winter feeding of the 
swans. Snows had come, and now they would be wintered in 
their fastness with the immense flock — the largest known 
anywhere in the world — until spring when the birds return to 
counties* lake breeding grounds around the Arctic Circle, 
hetween the 60th and 68th parallels of extreme northern 
Alberta, Northwest Territories and Alaska.

No other 
persons anywhere have been 
accepted thusly by genera¬ 
tions of trumpeter swans. 

Tameness 

Amazing 

Each of the Edwards in 
turn took over toe feeding — 
first Ralph, then Stanley, 
Johnny, and finally Trudy, 
who now holds the govern¬ 
ment contract for their care. 

The swans became tame 
beyond belief, circling over 
the farm at 11 sharp each 
winter morning, calling to 
their friends until an Edwards 
emerged from ths feed shed 
with a grain sack on his back. 

In time, as the flock 
thrived, Trudy packed an 80- 
pound sack of wheat every 
day across a frozen lagoon of 
Lonesome Lake, sometimes in 
30 - below - zero temperatures. 
While she chopped open feed* 
ing areas and cleared them of 
chunk ice, swans gabbled 
companionably around her 
feet. 

The feeding area now is 
reached by 2V% miles of forest 
trail, frozen lake and rock 
slide from Trudy’s own home¬ 
stead 160-acre farm, a mile 
up the river. Caring for the 
swan* thus became a major 
endeavor. t 

Job Lasts 
140 Days 

The 140-day feeding chore is 
shared with husband Jack 
Turner and the third genera¬ 
tion. daughter Susan, now 
exactly the age of her mother 
when Trudy first began the 
daily winter task of observ¬ 
ing. counting and feeding ths 
birds. 

The Turners* life is so 
Involved emotionally and 
practically with toe swans 
that swans and humans are 
mutually dependent. 

The swans now exist In 
numbers far greater than the 
winter area could maintain 
naturally. (The flock that 
winters at Lonesome Like Is, 
as far as Is known, the 
world’s largest, nufn be ring 
418 at last count, 118 of them 
cygnets.) 

The trumpeters in turn 
provide the modest Income 
which allows toe family to 
continue its way of life. 
Income is derived from the 
contract to haul in the wheat, 
and small remuneration for 
feeding. 

Jack and Trudy are haunted 
by two spectres. Possibly not 
more than a dozen people 
ever have seen this wondrous 
thing. The Canadian govern¬ 
ment supports the swans 
simply* because they are 
there. 

Safety 

Assured 

No one can hunt them, eat 
them, profit from their skins, 
or even see them easily. 

Human population of toe 
valley never has exceeded 
five persons — and these are 
more inclined to keep people 
away from the swans than to 
invite them in. 

But what if sqm* day, in an 
economy wave, their slight 
public stipend should be ter¬ 
minated? There are people 
who can ask, “What good are 
they?’’, those who are un¬ 
willing to share earth with its 
creatures. 

Says Jackf “W# would 
donate tha labor, but we 
would have no way of paying 
for the wheat or toe cost of 
shipping it Wa feel strongly 
that no species of anything 
living should be eliminated by 
man's activities.” 

The other spectra is the 
possibility of having to choose 
between the future of the 
pretty child Susan and the 
swans. "Some day we may 
have to go out, give her a 
chance at another way of 
life,” broods Jack. 

Susan, fey child of dark 
cedar and balsam forest, may 
grow up like her mother — so 
absorbed with the trumpeters

Around the turn of the 
century, an eager business 
began upon toe cygnet^ of 
Red Rock Lakes in Montana, 
most important wintering 
area in the United States. 
Hunters collected the young 
birds for sale to swan 
fanciers and zoos. Going price 
was $50 per bird. 

In 125 years of trade in 
skins, the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany largely was responsible 
for their extermination over 
vast regions in the heart of 
the Canadian breeding range. 

From 1853 to 1877, Hudson s 
Bay offered for sale in 
London the skins of 17,671 
swans. It was a downhill 
business. Sports hunting of 
•wans took place avidly in toe 
period 1830 to 1913 and still 
continues — illegally. 

By 1912, conservationists 
despaired for toe swan’s 
survival, stating, “toe trum¬ 
peter's total extinction is now 
only a matter of years.” 
Ornithologists noted that only 
“several dozen” remained on 
the entire North American 
continent in 1916.

Life is long. Nobody knows 
how long trumpeters live in 
the wilds, but captive birds 
have attained more than 38 
years. 

Swans are fed according to 
their numbers and the 
severity of the winter at 
maintenance rate of a half 
pound of wheat per day per 
bird. 

The Turners replace the 
amount used each fall so that 
die winter is begun with a full 
grain shed, constructed near 
the feeding area. When 
Ihey’ve had their fill, they 
disperse over toe entire 
valley.

In an era of Increasing fear 
for rath’s environment, their 
W alden Pond existence, for ^ 
nil its heavy work. Is dream- * 
like tn Its simplicity, revolv¬ 
ing with the seasons' full 
circle. 

They cherish all living 
things, killing only those 
which they must to maintain 
themselves, or which threaten 
their lives. Trudy carefully 
removes insect larvae from 
pails of water carried in front 
the river and returns them to 
the river. Jack explains : 
“With our small resources, 
you don’t fight nature. You 
get along with it" 

The hunter-injured swan, 
despite all legal protection, is 
all too common. The greatest 
casualties among trumpeters 
both in the United States and 
Canada are caused by shoot¬ 
ing. lead poisoning from 
eating shotgun pellets as 
seeds, and winter starvation. 

A great part of tha trouble 
1* that trumpeters are irre¬ 
sistible targets to an excited 
man with a ready gun. They 
are enormous — tip to 35 
pounds with eight-foot wing- 
spread, measuring five feet in 
length, the largest of all 
swans. 

Call Heard 
Mile Away 

And they bugle in flight 
with such power that the 
hornlike call note can be 
heard for at least a mile, toe 
flight pattern predictably 
steady in undulating, power¬ 
ful, slow wing-beat. 

You learn a lot in a week of 
watching under Turner 
tutelage. The trumpeters 
arrive at their six-mile-long 
Lonesome Lake in families. 
They fly In staggered line or 
ragged V formation, uttering 
musical cries announcing 
their return to the remem¬ 
bered home. 

The rushing of wind in their 
wings can be heard for great 
distances, a strong, rhythmic 
whirring of flight quills not 
unlike toe sound of wind in. 
clattering palm fronds. They 


come down in wide triangles, 
circling lower and lower, 
calling hoarsely to other# 
already down. 

When ell apprehensions are 
resolved and the amenities of 
greeting met, they sail in 
slowly on the second or third 
circle, the wind whistling in 
their gracefully cupped wings 
like the distant roar of a jet. 

Wingtips down, huge black 
feet extended pigeon-toed and 
turned up a a 45 degree angle 
to serve as landing flaps and 
brakes, they skim the water 
briefly, and toboggan to 
swimming position. 

Landings are made with 
remarkable precision. Though 
only a slender water area, 
just swan-sized, may be open 
among a mass of preening, 
feeding, bathing swans, an 
incoming trumpeter will hit it 
exactly. 

Despite' their rapport with 
Trudy, Susan and Jack, Lone¬ 
some Lake’s swans are wild 
things, extremely sensitive 1o 
the s 1 i g h t.e s t change in 
rouline. 

Clear as a bell, they lifted 
beads to full height and 
informed me that they did not 
like my bright red parka. I 
turned it inside out, ciull grey 
lining out. and alarm hooting 
quieted. 

Stranger 

Unwelcome 

Accustomed to toe approach 
of no more than two persons 
across the Ice, they spotted a 
threesome from a mile away, 
expressed their apprehension 
and argued the advisability of 
taking off. I hid in tree cover. 

Their hearing and sight are 
so acute that the Turners 
always wear the same dark 
clothing, always approach by 
the same routs at the same 
time of day. 

Yet cygnets can become so 
tame that they will feed from 
the hands of the Turners, 
even allow themselves to be 
pulled about in the water by 
their bills. 

They appear tn relish a 
mild amount of rough play, 
petting and ruffling of heads 
and neck feathers. Greedy 
babies — never wary adults 
have been known 1o climb 
right into Trudy's lap for 
grain literally pushing her 
backwards in their eagerness. 

Swans are not parasitic. 
They prefer natural food to 
the handout of wheat, coming 
in to toe feeding area only 
when their resources hava 
reached low ebb. 

Exemplary parents, adults 
back well off to allow cynets 
get toeir fill of wheat first, 
seeming to understand that 
the frailer young, still in the 
first year of life, need extra 
food for the long flight back 
north to the Arctic Circle. 

Swans begin to pair off at 
three years of age and 
become an Inseparable unit 
for a two-year engagement. It 
is believed that they do not 
mate until five years of age. 

folklore Insists that swans 
ars forever faithful, a 


They can leap from sleep 
immediately into the air when 
startled, but prefer a long, 
graceful, low-slung runway 
pattern with wing beat under¬ 
way well before the take-off 
point and necks strained 
forward. 

Against strong winds — 45 
m.p.h. gales are not uncom¬ 
mon In Atnarko Valley — 
they appear to remain 
stationary in the air. Ex¬ 
tremely powerful flyers, they 
nan do an easy 50 m.p.h. or 
even 80 with tail winds. 

At the breeding grounds 
pairs build big shaggy down- 
lined nests in reedy marshes 
and small islets or even on 
muskrat houses and beaver 
lodges. 

During ths Incubation 
period no other swan is 
tolerated nearby. A single 
pair considers a 1000-acre 
lake none too large for the 
for the accouchement! 

The pen incubates toe *ggs, 
three to nine of them measur¬ 
ing a whopping 4*/4 inchfs in 
length. It takes 33 to 37 days 
for the eggs to hatch, usually 
at the end of June. 

In infancy the young are 
allowed freedom to 
manoeuvre In toe nursery 
lake’s centre, but ars shep¬ 
herded closely near 6hore. In 
three to four months toe 
young are able to fly. 

In babyhood, too buoyant to 
dive, the young are fed 
Insects by toe parents. Hiey 
switch to vegetarian foods as 
their necks elongate and they 
are able to feed on toeir own.

From Tsedakuko Creek to 
Lonesome Lake, returning 
again and again an a series of 
herculean moves, the Turners 
move 10 tons, including things 
they can’t make or grow or 
do without, and endless 100- 
pound burlap sacks of wheat. 

On paper It figures out at 
470 miles of hiking over 
appalling mountain trail, 85 
miles of rafting, 45 nights of 
camping out on the trail with 
frequent Interruptions by 
grizzlies. 

They look forward to It like 
outsiders planning a fishing 
trip. This labor, this straining 
with heavy sacks under 
waterproof tarpaulins. Is re¬ 
sponsible for the fact that 
trumpeter swans have been 
removed from Canada’s en¬ 
dangered species list. 

From primitive times 
trumpeters have been sub¬ 
jects of story, myth, dance 
and religious ceremony. The 
«> wan-maiden legend, perpetu¬ 
ated in ballet and fiairy tale, 
extends for centuries right up 
to our time. 

Yet In o o mparatively 
modern times — the 19tli 
century — they came near to 
total annihilation b o o a u s o 


In a rare victory for 
beauty, estimated continental 
census in 1968 had climbed to 
5,000 birds. Yet few people 
have seen them, as protection 
came too late to save more 
than isolated pockets of them. 
Altered habitat could not now 
maintain them anyway, as 
they will not share terrain 
with mankind en masse. 

But as long as the swans 
and the Turners are there, 
living their paean of joy and 
courage in a lost valley, 
maybe here’s hope for us all.

Medical, Dental X-Rays Big Radiation Death Cause 


DAVIDSON, N.C. (AP) — 
The most serious peacetime 
radiation threat is not nuclear 
power plants but ordinary 
medical and dental x-rays, 
radiation specialist Dr. Karl 
Morgan said Tuesday. 

Medical x-rays are respons¬ 
ible for 3,300 deaths a year in 


the United States and may 
lead to as many as 46,000 
deaths in future generations 
because of genetic damage, 
he said in an address at 
Davidson College. 

Morgan, director of the 
health physics division of Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory in 


Tennessee, said in contrast, 
that statistics indicate nuclear 
industries are responsible for 
only 18 deaths a year and 
may lead to 140 deaths in 
subsequent generations. 
it it it 

Morgan, editor of the 
Journal of Health Physics and 


a member of the national and 
international committees on 
radiation protection, said: 
“There can be no threshold 
dose so low that the probabil¬ 
ity of serious damage is 
zero.” No dosage of x-rays or 
any other kind of radiation is 
completely safe, he said. 


Natural background radia= 
tion alone, from cosmic rays, 
uranium and other natural 
sources, is responsible for 
20,000 deaths a year in the 
United States in terms of 
genetic damage, cancer and 
shortening of life spans, 
Morgan said.

Early Cancer Detection Seen 


JERUSALEM (AP) — An 
Israeli biochemist reports 
that tests have isolated an 
antibody to cancer that should 
make the disease detectable 
in its earliest stages. 

Every cancerous patient 
among 500 she tested during 
the last two years had 
developed a form of protein 
which fought the malignancy. 


Dr. Chloe Tal said Sunday. 
The antibody , which she 
called T Globulin (T for 
tumor) appeared in none of 
the subjects without cancer, 
she said. 

★ ★ 

She reasoned, therefore, 
that T Globulin must be the 
body’s method of combatting 
cancer and must be in the 


blood of every patient with a 
malignant growth. 

“I think it will enable us to 
detect cancer much, much 
earlier than anything now 
IKwstble,” Dr. Tal said in ah 
interview. 

“It was a matter of search¬ 
ing for this weapon, for I 
believe it existed.” said the 50- 
year-old scientist. “I wasn’t 


surprised to find it.” She said 
the body produces T Globulin 
at the first appearance in the 
body of cytolipin H, a prime 
component of a cancerous 
cell. 

The next step in her 
research, she said, is testing 
to see if production of T v 
Globulin is caused by every 
type of cancer.

failed Canadians." 

He criticized the report’s 
“disgraceful singling out of 
the Halifax Chronicle- 
Herald,"

The paper had provided 
"positive and objective re¬ 
porting.” 

The Senate committee 
called the Maritimes “a 
journalistic wasteland” and 
criticized not only The 


Chronicle-Herald but the Hali¬ 
fax Mail-Star, both owned by 
the Dennis family. 

While the report had 
criticized the private broad¬ 
casting indushV. it did not 
adequately analyse the opera¬ 
tions of the Crown-owned 
CBC, the largest single 
broadcasting system in the 
country, Cenator Desruisseaux 
said. 

The report “rightly 
praises” The Canadian Press, 


the national news-gathering 
co-o perative. He was a 
director of CP for more than 
10 years.

For Study 


A controversial issue of logs 
cluttering B.C. beaches and 
logging debris strewn over 
coastal waters will be re¬ 
ferred for study at this 
session to the Legislature"s 
forestry committee, the 
House was told Wednesday. 

Resources Minister Ray 
Williston told the House he 
had just received the report 
of a task force which had 
been delving intensively into 
the problem for the past 
several months.

It showed, Williston said, 
the current interest in pollu¬ 
tion has compounded the 
debris disposal problem. A 
B.C. Research Council study, 
for Instance, showed much of 
the debris on lower coastal 
waters came down the Fraser 
River. It could be diverted 
with a boom, but even when 
packed tightly into sloughs 
would cover at least 200 acres 
each year and an acceptable 
method of disposal would 
have to be found. 

Williston noted the federal 
government last year had 
prohibited the burning of 
wood wastes taken from the 
waters of Vancouver harbor. 
* * * 

The forest service report 
Indicates possible changes in 
log transportation are over¬ 
due, Williston told the House. 

He said the recovery of logs 
— now beachcomber! and sold 
through a non-profit corpora¬ 
tion knowwn as Gulf Log 
Salvage with the proceeds 
split between salvagors and 
owners of the timber — might 
reasonably be expected to 
subsidize the recovery and 
disposal of 1 ow-grade 
material. 

The minister said he an¬ 
nounced the committee hear¬ 
ing at this early date so that 
all interested parties would 
have ample opportunity to 
prepare their submissions to 
be committee which would 
thoroughly review the whole 
ussue.

A Pollution Control Branch 
order requiring Utah Con¬ 
struction and Mining Co. Ltd. 
to conduct a comprehensive 
monitoring program for Ms 
planned copper-molybdenum 
’ mine near Port Hardy could 
save time and effort for a 
University of Victoria oceano¬ 
grapher. 

Since the mine was first 
proposed in 1969, Dr. Jack 
l.ittlepage of the UVic biology 
department has been trying to 
fit a modest data collection 
program for Rupert Inlet into 
his regular research activities.

When time permits, the 
oceanographer has been at¬ 
tempting to take the ship 
along with his students and 
technicians into the Inlet for 
a hit of work.

Diplomatic Link with Canada 

Peking Thought 


Bid U.S,-Born 


The in a n who piloted 
Canadian talks with China 
which ended in recognition of 
Red China by this country’, 
said Wednesday that the 
Chinese at one point were 
convinced that the United 
States had initiated the move. 

After 20 months of talks, an 
11-man group from Peking 
will arrive in Ottawa next 
month to open an embassy. 

Former Canadian ambassa¬ 
dor to Sweden. Arthur 
vAndrew. outlined details of 
the negotiations during a 
University of Victoria 
political science forum. 


It was in Stockholm, with 
Andrew* as Canadian spokes¬ 
man, that representations 
were made to the Peking 
government to see if the 
Chinese were willing to con¬ 
sider en exchange of emoas- 


sad >rs and consular services, 
services. 

Andrew explained that it 
was not a matter of recog¬ 
nizing the mainland govern¬ 
ment, for that could be done 
on a unilateral basis, but 
rather of establishing a two- 
way contact. 

Andrew got his instructions 
in February’, 1969, to open 
negotiations with the Chinese 
embassy‘in Stockholm. 

“We found they were 
incredibly well briefed on 
everything any Canadian 
public figure had ever said 
about China in the last 20 
years. They even found a 
statement by Lester Pearson 
that we couldn't find, but it 
sounded lake him. so we 
accepted it!” he said. 

Andrew, who currently 
heads the Far Eastern section 
of the external affairs depart¬ 


ment. discussed in detail live 
problems of allaying suspicion 
on both sides, particularly in 
regard to Canada’s motives 
for seeking to open negotia¬ 
tions. 

“They were not convinced,” 
he said, “that we were acting 
as free agents, but w*ere 
concerned that the U.S. State 
Department had put us up to 
it. 

^ j ★ ★ 

“For our part, we were 
concerned that they might 
pull the rug out from under 
us at any time.” 

The Canadian delegation 
was concerned about the 
treatment afforded diplomats 
in Peking and the Chinese 
immediately concluded they 
w-ere referring to the British. 

Andrew was told by the 
Chinese. “But surely, you 
don’t intend to behave like the 
British!” 


Touching on L.S. attitude?, 
to Canada's taiks, the diplo¬ 
mat said that Canada's 
ambassador in Washington 
was called in by the state 
department and told Canada 
was taking “a retrograde 
step.” 

Andrew also said a number 
of Canada’s Pacific neighbors 
including Japan and Australia 
had expressed concern over 
the exchange of ambassadors. 
Andrew explained that he 
personally had letters saying 
that Canada had sold out the 
Giinese people on the island 
of Taiwan for bushels of 
wheat. 

He refuted this conjecture, 
saying that “it's quite un¬ 
likely that the diplomatic 
exchange will have any effect 
on our trade with China in toe 
near future, as China does not 
have any surplus foreign 
exchange.”

Early Wynn's failure to make the Hall of Fame is the 
abysmal failure of the baseball writers of America. As jurors 
theoretically qualified to make dispassionate judgments on the 
basis of performance, they fell down on their job in inexcusable 
fashion. 

These are the same voters who conferred Instant Immortality 
/ on Lou Boudreau a year ago — passing up Wynn on that 
occasion, too. Lou Boudreau is a fine man who was a fine 
shortstop, especially considering that he couldn’t throw and, 
.because of a youth misspent in basketball, had to run on legs 
taped from ankle to thigh. 

In 1948 he managed the Cleveland Indians, batted .355, 
personally won the pennant by hitting a couple of shots over the 
friendly fence of Fenway Park in a playoff with the Red Sox, 
and helped beat the Boston Braves in the World Series. 

That was his one outstanding season in 15 years as a big 
league player. Early Wynn had 15 outstanding seasons. He had 
to, as simple arithmetic would prove to any baseball writer 
paying attention. He pitched and won 300 games. To lay by 300 
victories, a rrtan must win 20 games a year for 15 years, or the 
equivalent.

Central Station. When Bowie applauds the system, he means 
that the rule requiring a 75 percent majority is a safeguard 
against undeserving candidates being dragged into the shrine 
willy-nilly. 

However, when 120 out of 360 electros show the hack of 
their necks to a man with Early Wynn’s credentials, talk about 
the integrity of the system is hogwash. No election system is 
any good if the voters are unqualified.

Generally speaking, baseball writers are a lot like people. 
They have their likes and dislikes, their prejudices a nd 
crotchets. They are conscientious, indifferent, scrupulous, 
biased, meticulous, shiftless. 

The year Ted Williams batted .406 he did not win the Most 
Valuable Player award because a writer on the American 
League selection committee disliked him personally and 
declared he wouldn’t have voted for the unnatural so-and-so if 
he had hatted .600. 

In one of Bob Feller’s most successful years, he failed to 
get a mention among the top 10 on one ballot. Neither the 
identity of that owlish incompetent nor the cause of his myopia 
was ever disclosed. 

In the past when no candidate got enough votes to make 
the Hall of Fame there has been agitation for changes in the 
electoral process. Sometimes changes have been made and a 
run-off vote conducted so that some reluctant demigod might 
be dragged in, kicking and protesting. There is no need to 
change the existing system, except in one detail: eliminate the 
secret ballot so that when injustice is done the culprit - cannot 
hide.

250 unemployed French-

Jtanley Knowles (NDP—

The memo, made public In 
a television interview last 
week, outlined a proposed 
plan to spend *2 million this 
year to hire 250 unemployed 
F r e nch-speaking graduates 
from Quebec in tha public 
service. 

Treasury Board President 
C. M. Drury has said the 
memo amounts to a “feasi¬ 
bility study” whose language 
is “conditional.” Critics say 
the memo refers flatly to a 
program that exists, with the 
caution that “this information 
is confidential and no official 
announcement will be made.” 


MacEachen said Wednesday 
that “the government desires 
... a full examination of its 
policy on bilingualism In tha 
public service by a com¬ 
mittee.^ 

He said Knowles' motion 
would not have permitted 
this.

Manson’s Charm 

Strongest Trait 

• ^ 

Since Little Bo y 
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Mother Tells It from Birth

She looks older than 53 — 
feels 90. she says. Thin and 
slightly hunched from emphy¬ 
sema that keeps her from 
working, she still smokes 
heavily. 

Sometimes, when the fear 
keeps her sitting up all night 
in the dark living room, 
tiredness the next day knocks 
her mind off guard. Then the 
constant tension catches her 
In spasms, making her shake 
so badly she can hardly pick 
up a teacup or light her 
cigarettes. 

She is the mother of 
Charles Mans on. 

Since his arrest in Novem¬ 
ber, 1959, for the slayings of 
actress Sharon Tate and six 
others, she has heard herself 
described as the worst kind of 
tramp and bad mother, whose 
son went bad because he was 
so cruelly deprived. 

If anything, it was just the 
opposite, she knows. But she 
kept silent and hidden, think¬ 
ing back over the past and 
realizing, she says now. that 
her worst mistake with her 
indulgence that became a law 
of life, even a necessity, to 
Charles Manson. „ % 

Charming Boy 

In the Charles Manson who 
sent hit disciples out to kill, 
she can recognize one strong 
trait in the little boy she 
remembers — the charming 
boy who never worked or 
fought for what he wanted, 
but let others, usually women, 
do it for him. 

Married five years to a 
third husband pm! mother of 
a little girl from hef second 
marriage, she lives today 
virtually in hiding, known 
only to her husband, a few 
relatives and one woman 
friend. Found by The Los 
Angeles Times, she consented 
to an interview — the first 
she has ever given — with a 
plea that her name, even the 
state where she lives, not be 


any or mis. ana 
could keep it quiet 
older. If I can just have three 
more year*, then it’ll be 
blown over a little, 
be 12, more 
stand. 

I will tell her. 

Even then, It will be a tall 
order for a 12-year-old to 
absorb. ’Tve 'saved every 
article I could get my hands 
on.” says Mrs. Manson. “For 
her own protection, she might 
as well know the worst that’s 
been said, besides what I can 
tell her.” 

The girl will learn of a half- 
brother she was too young to 
remember, but who spoke 
proudly of “my baby sister" 
and then went on to notoriety 
in one of the most pointless, 
vicious massacres of the 
century. 

She will also read descrip¬ 
tions — heretofore unchal¬ 
lenged — of a mother said to 
he a teenage prostitute who 
didn’t know who fathered 
Charles Manson; an ex- 
, convict sent to prison with 
her brother for beating and 
robbing men she hustled in 
riverfront bars in Cincinnati; 
an alcoholic who lived with so 
many different men that even 
her son, already delinquent 
himself, moved out in disgust, 
and an indifferent, abusive 
mother whose neglect and 
cruelty planted seeds of vio¬ 
lence in a sensitive and 
deprived boy. 

Early Years 

That is the general picture 
that until now has been drawn 
of Manson’s early years. 

But that is not the way It 
wa* according to his mother. 

“If I was alone in this 
world, I’d make them retract 
those things,” she says. "But 
look at the position I’m in. I 
can’t sav a word, because all 


Manson 


this would land on my 
husband and little girl and 
they don't deserve it I can't 

apply for my social security 
disability because it would all 
come out. I even offered to 
divorce my husband and then 
remarry him after it was all 
over, but he wouldn’t hear 
about K. 

“Charles was bom out of 
wedlock." she admits, “but it 
wasn’t just any man. I wasn’t 
a prostitute, I’ve never been a 
prostitute. I was just 15 years 
old and a dumb kid. I was 
Miss Dumb. But my mother 
was a very strict woman, 
very religious, and didn’t 
allow smoking or drinking or 
even movies, so when me and 
my sister got a few years on 
us, I guess we had a tendency 
to be a little wild, the way 
kids will. 

True Love 

“But I didn’t go around 
with men that way. and when 
Charles came along, that had 
happened twice in my life. 
And I was really in love with 
Colonel Scott. He was a 1 )t 
older than me, 24, and he 
loved me, too.’’ 

Mrs. Manson begins to cry, 
but continues. Her mother 
sent her with her sister to 
Cincinnati, to have the baby 
away from Ashland, Ky., and 
while awaiting the baby, she 
accepted the marriage pro¬ 
posal of William Manson. so 
the baby would have a name. 


The baby was bom Nov. 11, 
1934, and was Mated on the 

birth certificate as “no name 
Moddox,” after his mother’s 
•^Tnaiden name. But that was 
not out of indifference, Mrs. 
Manson says, but because she 
was awaiting the arrival of 
her own mother jn Cincinnati. 

Husband Jealous 

"I figuretj I’d already hurt 
her pretty bad, so I wanted to 
let her name the baby, you 
see. So she named him after 
my father." A few weeks 
later, she had the birth 
certificate changed to Charles 
Milles Manson. 

Her young husband had said 
he would try to .accept the 
child, she recalls, but after a 
few months it became obvious 
he was jealous of the time 
she spent on the baby, and 
once beat her up. She left 
Manson, returned to her 
mother in Ashland and began 
divorce proceedings. 

She also returned to an 
angry Colonel Scott. 

She hoped to marry Scott, 
she says, but her own mother, 
disapproving because her 
divorce from Manson wasn’t 
yet final, stymied that by 
informing Scott of the birth 
.and her marriage. Scott, too 
furious t o wait for the 
divorce, married another 
woman a few days later. 

Scott died in 1954 of cancer, 
Mrs. Manson says. 


Father Gone 

When Charles was tour, 
Mrs. Manson left Ashland for 
McMechen, W. Va., and the 
boy’s contact with his real 
father was broken. But 
always he was surrounded by 
family — his mother, his 
grandmother, and aunt and 
an uncle. 

It was during this time that 
Mrs. Manson and her older 
brother went to prison for two 
years, when Charles was six. 
She was 22. She and her 
brother and an older woman 
who later married her brother 
robbed a man, she admits, 
and she went to prison 
instead of her future sister-in 
law because the woman and 
Mrs. Manson's brother per¬ 
suaded Mrs. Manson that the 


other woman could do more to 
secure their release if the 
other woman remained free. 
Charles was eight when Mrs. 
Manson got out. 

But throughout those early 
years, she says, Charles was 
not only not neglected, he was 
even pampered J>y all the 
women who surrounded him. 

“Charles was never a rough 
little boy. He was too tender¬ 
hearted to fight or do any¬ 
thing violent. He wouldn’t 
even whip his dog. Ht 
wouldn’t even fight his own 
battles. He had a girl cousin 
just about his age, and if he 
got into trouble, why she’d 
always step in a fight for 
him. 

“He never had to do a thing 
to earn what he wanted. 
Those stories shout him earn¬ 
ing his own living selling 
newspapers when he was 7 or 
8, those aren’t true. He didn't 
even have to do things around 
the house, like rake leaves or 
mow lawns. 

Charming Way 

“Let me tell you this right 
now. Until Charles Manson 
came out to California when 
he was about 21, he never 
worked a whole day in his 
life.’’ 

Charles had a wonderful 
personality, Mrs. ^Manson 
recalls, and always charmed 
people at first meeting. "He 
always had a way with 
people. Even later, when he 
was In prison, he was able to 
get special treatment, so I 
don’t believe any of that stuff 
about his hypnotizing those 
girls in his family. I think it 
was just his personality, and 
the effects of dope they all 
took. 

"But he always had charm. 
He was real musical and had 
a real nice voice, so I gave 
him singing lessons. But then 
he got so conceited about his 
music that I made him stop 
tile lessons, but he still sang 
special solos in church, and 


people always talked about 
how good he sang. “ 

“And if he didn't get what 
he wanted right now, he’d get 
so angry. He was impatient 
and couldn’t wait a day for 
anything.” 

Harried Drunk 

When Charles was 10, Mrs. 
Manson ms rried Jack 
Thomas — not his real name 
— to whom she stayed 
married for 21 depressing 
years. 

She and Thomas separated 
frequently over the years, 
once for 12 years, but she was 
always vulnerable to his 
promises to reform — until 
their divorce about six years 
ago. 

Meanwhile, s h t admits, 
Thomas was an unstable man 
for Charles to model himself 
after, even though they got 
along well. 

But by the time Charies 
was 10, he had already begun 
running away from home. 
Mrs. Manson dqesn’t know 
why, but he did it repeatedly, 
when he was living with her, 
when he was with his aunt 
and uncle, and, later, from 
correctional institutions. 

By the time Charles was 21, 
had served in several

reformatories and finally a 
prison term for car theft. 

Paroled, he came home, 
where he took menial jobs 
that he always lost through 
lateness, absence or general 
neglect, and his mother, or 
grandmother, or aunt always 
came through with the money 
he needed. 

In January. 1955. Charles 
married a waitress from 
McMechen, Rosalie Jean 
Willis, and by the end of that 
year, he was hack in prison, 
this time in Terminal Island 
prison in Sap Pedro, Calif., 
tor transporting' stolen cars 
across state lines. 

Divorced Again 

Rosalie, In California to be 
near Charles, bore their son, 
Charles Jr., while Manson 
was in prison, and before he 
got out, in 1958, she had 
divorced him, married 
another man and moved back 
east. Now mother to three 
other children, she is divorced 
again. 

“I think the business with 
Rosalie really hurt Charles,” 
she says. “I think Rose was 
the only woman he ever 
really loved, and from then 
on, he never respected 
women." 


And it was during this time, 
she says, that she began to 
feel he needed psychiatric 

treatment, though it was far 
beyond their means. 

Not long after, they went 
their separate ways, Mrs. 
Manson leaving Los Angeles. 
Charles drifting on to his 
bizarre future. For a few 
years, Mrs. Manson was in 
touch, even after Charles 
went hack to prison on bad 
cheque charges. 

And still she gave him 
everything he asked for, 
anything within her means, 
and as fast as possible. He 
still got furious at delay. 

“What kind of a mother 
doesn't love all her own 
children?"

employees because of the strike. 

Green’s firm has seen its mail 
orders drop to between 200 and 

300 a day from 3,000 and it is 
k managing to fill only about half 
of these with improvised 
deliveries. 

Some other mail-order firms 
say business has dropped by up 
to 95 per cent. 

In the true-love department, 
retailers say valentine sales are 

off by upwards of 50 per cent. 

The trade had been expecting to 
sell more than 20 million cards 
before Feb. 14. The manu¬ 
facturers have placed most of 
these in the stores, but they ara 
not moving as usual. 

Retailers hope that love will 
find a way and the cards will be 
delivered by hand if the mails 
are still jammed up in early 
February.

A government backbencher 
Wednesday urged the B.C.

Pollution 

Fighter 

A suggestion that It be 
mandatory that pollution 
emission control kits be 
installed on all automobiles in 
B.C. was made by a Social 
Credit backbencher in tha 
Legislature Wednesday. 

Evan Wolfe (Vancouver 
Centre) said that under regu¬ 
lations passed last year 
making it necessary that all 
vehicles manufactured during 
and after 1971 be equipped 
with emission control equip¬ 
ment, the amount of hydro¬ 
carbons in car exhaust can be 
cut down about 95 per cent by 
1975. Extensive decreases will 
also occur in the amount of 
carbon monoxide and nitrogen 
oxides in exhaust, he said. 

★ ★ ★ 

Wolfe, an automobile 
dealer, noted that even better 
results could be achieved if 
all used cars were required to 
install emission control equip¬ 
ment. This could form part of 
the standard inspection check 
given to each car annually, he 
suggested. 

The government also ought 
to review the schedule of 
legal fees used by B.C. 
courts, Wolfe said. 

★ ★ ★ 

He noted that the difference 
between the legal fees 
allowed by courts and the 
minimum legal fees suggested 
by the Law Society was about 
50 per cent. 

This led, he said, to a 
practice of "legal blackmail” 
in which a defendant’s lawyer 
will offer a reduced out-of- 
court settlement which the 
plaintiff will accept rather 
than pay the extra lawyer’s 
fees to go to court. 


David Brousson, MLA 
sparking the fight to halt the 
flooding of the Skagit Valley, 
told the Legislature Wednes¬ 
day he believed the agree¬ 
ment authorizing the flooding 
is invalid.

The agreement, signed be¬ 
tween B.C. and the city of 
Seattle in 1967, gives the 
Seattle City Light authority to 
raise the Roes Dam 125 feet, 
flooding about 6,000 acres of 
the Skagit Valley. The 
province will receive $5.50 an 
acre a year. 

Brousson said that as well 
as well-known ecological and 
recreational arguments 
against the flooding of the 
Skagit Valley, there was also 
a "compelling” economic one. 
He noted that the saving to 
Seattle in raising the dam to 
provide more power over 
having to provide it some 
other way was about $1 
million annually. But, he said, 
Seattle was paying B.C. only 
$35,000 a year as indemnity 
for the flooding. 

Brousson said the fight to 
save the Skagit has become 
“symbolic of the struggle

CAPE KENNEDY (AP) - 
The Apollo 14 command ship 
will dip within 12 miles of the 
moon before releasing the 
lunar landing vehicle for its 
descent Feb. 5. 

And whin astraonauts Allan 
Shepard and Edgar Mitehell 
complete their 33H-hour ex¬ 
ploration, they’ll launch the 
lunar module on a direct 
rendezvous path that will get 
them back to the command 
ship two hours earlier than 
previous moon crews. 

The new landing and take¬ 
off techniques are examples 
of sophisticated lessons the 
space agency has learned 
from the first two moon 
landings by Apollo 11 and 12.

Apollo 14 is scheduled for 
launching Sunday afternoon.

If you have a fondness for blue 
flowers in your garden, there sue 
certainly plenty of them to choose from 
and in just about every shade in Uie 
spectrum, from the sky blue of the 
forget-me-not to the deep navy blue of 
some iris and ftnchusa varieties. I think, 
though, that most experienced garden¬ 
ers would choose the gentian as the 
bluest blue of the lot. 

Trouble is, gentians are such unpre¬ 
dictable plants. They will thrive in one 
garden and die a lingering death in 
another, and for no good reason at all. 
Of all ihe members of the gentian 
family, though, there is one almost as 
easy to gr»nv as a cabbage — Gentian 
acaulis. Easy to grow, yes. but getting 
the thing to bear any flowers is a 
headache jjo aspirin will cure. 

★ ★ ★ 

I have wooed this miffy plant for 
quite a few years now, and I am 
beginning to think that the reason for 
her coyness is because we treat her 
with too much misplaced kindness. 
Gentian acaulis is a spoiled brat and, 
when you pamper her, she becomes fat 
and lazy and petulant. But give her a 
good sock in the kisser, she perks up 


and does her stuff with a surprising 
docility. 

She likes to be planted about the 
same way as one plants Brussels 
sprouts — In rich, heavy soil, well 
drained and so firm as to be hard 
packed and stomped in with your heel. 
The more you walk on her, the better 
she performs, and she seems happiest 
at the edge of a gravel or stone path, 
growing on the same level and perhaps 
taking a little of Its traffic. 

★ ★★ 

I have tried her In the rose bed, 
thinking she would enjoy the rich fare 
on which roses thrive, but no dice 
lots of growth and foliage but none of 
the glorioua blue flowers. On another 
occasion I gave her a pocket all to 
herself away up near the top level of 
the rock garden, but still she sulked, 
and she seemed glad to get back to the 
kicking around she takes at the edge of 
the stone path. 

I have seen her in other gardens 
flowering right out in a driveway 
covered with limestone chippings, but I 
think it was the traffic she enjoyed 
rather than the lima. 

Another little peculiarity is her 


-v 

demand for frequent division; the more 
you split up the clumps, the better she 
blooms. Instead of allowing the plants 
to become wide-spreading mats of dense 
foliage, each flowering rosette is best 
pulled off and replanted with lots of 
elbow room. The lifting and dividing 
may be done either in early spring or 
late summer. 

I think the best patch of Gentian 
acaulis I ever saw was in North 
Vancouver, where- they made a broad 
band alongside a stone path. I counted 
oyer 200 flowers in a patch of about 
three square yards, fairiy radiating 
their lovely blue color, like those 
fluorescent poster paints. 

★ ★ ★ 

Their owner, whose thumbs arc as 
green as her gentians are blue, divides , 
them every year, as she is trying to get 
enough ot them to extend the full length 
of the path. She believes this is part of 
the secret of her success, but she gives 
some credit as well to the North 
Vancouver water, which is very cold. 
She thinks that when she waters her 
plants, she t has them kidded into 
thinking it is* the melting glacier water 
of their native mountain home.

WASHINGTON - The 
toughest thing Teddy Kennedy 
faces for the next two years 
is trying to figure out who 
voted for him and who didn't 
when he was defeated for 
senate whip. 

The final count in a secret 
ballot was 31 votes for Byrd 
and 24 votes for Kennedy. Yet 
when reporters took a poll 
after the caucus, 26 senators 
said they had voted for 
Teddy. It’s obvious that out of 
the '26, two senators were 
whistling Dixie. 
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The big question that will 
haunt Kennedy is who were 
the two senators who said 
they voted for him but didn't? 
While Teddy sits during the 
long senate debates, his eyes 
will be searching, ever 
searching, trying to find a 
Judas on the senate floor. 

In the cloak room, the 
senate dining room and even 
the washroom he will never 
know if the senator who 
hands him a towel had Riven 
him the Bvvd 

When crucial vote? come up 


on the floor and a colleague 
says, “Teddy, I voted for you 
for whip,” how will Kennedy 
know he isn't talking to a 
Senator Benedict Arnold? 

One solution would be to 
make all 26 senators who said 
they had voted for Kennedy 
take a saliva test. 

But the senate is a club and 
the first rule is never to 
question another club mem¬ 
ber’s word. If Teddy asked 
the 26 to swear they had 
written his name on the 
ballot, he would be question¬ 
ing their integrity and thst’s 
one thing no senator wants to 
be questioned on. 

Another solution would be 
for Kennedy to have a supper 
at his house for the 26 
senators and wait to see 
which two senators kiss him 
on the cheek.

A third solution would be 
for Kennedy to offer amnesty 
tn the two who secretly voted 
for Byrd, while professing to 
vote for him He could 
announce that if they stepped 
forward and revealed them¬

trip to Paris. 

Friends of Kennedy have 
tried to console him by telling 
him that the gap in how 
senators voted and how they 
said they voted, was really 
Senator Byrd's problem. 


If Byrd got 31 votes and 
only 29 senators own up to 
having voted for him, two 
senators are playing both 
sides of the street. 

And how can you be a 
senate whip if you can’t get 
an honest count from your 
own party? 

But at the moment this is 
small consolation to Teddy.

The extent of the army’s 
eountrr-intelligenee activities 
and files Is to he examined at 
a hearing Feb. 23 by the 
senate consitutional r i g h t tr 
subcommittee of Sen. Sam 
Ervin, D—N.C., who bold the 
senate a year ago that 
“clearly the army has no 


business operating data banks 
for surveillance of private 
citizens.” 

Despite the ground rules It 
spells out, Wichkam’s letter 
gives local commanders lati¬ 
tude In assigning projects to 
counter-intelligence units. 

For example, it specifically 
permits the collection of data 
on "attempts to subvert 
loyalty, discipline or morale” 
of military or civilian per¬ 
sonnel on the defence depart¬ 
ment’s payroll. 

Presumably, this would 
permit surveillance of coffee 
houses operated by antiwar 
groups near army bases. The 
directive also permits survril- 
lance of “u nauthorized 
demonstrations or activities” 
on or near army facilities. 

After listing aqch instances 
where counter-intelligence 
activities may be authorized, 
the letter says: 


“If information which does 
not fall “within the scope of 
the Hst Is received it may not 
be “processed" or “stored.” 

After the incident which 
provoked the counter-intelli¬ 
gence activity has ended, the 
directive said, the collected 
information must be 
destroyed except for one copy, 
for the U.S. army investiga¬ 
tive records repository at Ft. 
Holabird.

Steady readers will remember that a Ladysmith lady 
asked me to help last fall when she couldn’t get an 
a newer from the CBC and CTV network* over her 
complaint that Canadian nets put more commercials into 
a U.S. hour program (like Laugh-In) than its own U.S. 
network does. 

The CBC recently replied, saying it's true — six 
minutes per hour in the U.S. to eight minutes in Canada 
— but the revenue iff needed and no regulation! are 
violated. Now, the lady and I have had a letter from CTV 
president Murray Chercover saying the same thing. 

Chercover also made these interesting points: 

• The CTV network has a “firm policy” of replying 
to all letters, ’’whether of complaint or praise.” 

• Maximum revenue is needed because, without it, 
CTV would not be able to buy U.S. programs or hava tha 
money to finance Canadian-produced show*.

The federal proposal would 
add the land to the lifesaving 
trail section of the west coast 
park. 

Properly planned logging 
operations, Draeseke said, 
would open up the area for 
multiple use giving recrea¬ 
tionists access in non-operat¬ 
ing hours over logging roads 
providing a n environment 
which would support more 
game, and because it is more 
open to sunlight, provide 
other natural benefits as well.

The single-use park concept, 
as envisioned by park 
a u t h o rltles, would limit 
access to hikers and turn a 
prime forest area “into a 
museum by locking it so 
disease and over-maturity” 
can take its toll, he said. 

Draeseke argued that with 
38 per cent of the land area of 
the province already wilder¬ 
ness with no possible applica¬ 


tion to the growth of trees it 
would be foolish to restrict 
logging operations under 
existing tree farm licence* in 
this prime area. 

A memorandum prepared 
by the forest industries 
council said: "In the critical 
area of employment, it should 
be realized'that it takes about 
200 productive acres to sup¬ 
port one industry employee. 
The withdrawal of the Nitinat 
Triangle would remove 
appro ximately 50,000 acres 
from productive forest man¬ 
agement. 

“This would result in the 
direct loss of about 250 jobs in 
the Cowichan Lake, Albemi 
and Victoria area*. Each 
forest industry employee sup¬ 
ports two workers outside the 
industry. Therefore, some 750 
jobs would be affected.”

N. R. Gish, secretary of 
BCFP, said however the 
company wasn't prepared to 
withdraw from a valid con¬ 
tract to harvest timber in the 
area under a tree farm 
licence granted 12 years ago 
unless compensated with 
comparable timber resources. 
He added the B.C. Forest 
Service has no suitable unal¬ 
located forest land to ex¬ 
change. 

Gish said the loss in 
revenue to the government in 
t he fo rm of stum page paid by 
BCFP on timber harvested in 
the trea under discussion 
would amount to about $150,- 
000 annually. The loss in 
marketable timber and other 
wood products would be about

attack. 

He said the attack had been 
requested by Obote, now in 
Dar es Salaam, and the 
troops were armed with 
modern Chinese weapons. 

Tanzanian President Julius 
Nyerere cut short a state visit 
to India because of the 
Ugandan situation and 
arrived home in Dar es 
Salaam Wednesday night. He 
immediately went into closed- 
door talks with Obote. 


FBI Agent Forced Out, 
Hoover Faces Lawsuit 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
suit was filed Wednesday 
against FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover on behalf of a former 
agent who claims he was 
suspended, transferred to 
Montana, and effectively 
foroed to resign for writing a 
confidential letter somewhat 
critical of the FBI and its 
director.

The American Civil 
Liberties Union foundation 
filed the suit in Manhattan 
federal court in the name of 
John F. Shaw, a seven-year 
agent. The suit asks for Shaw 
be offered his job back and 
given back pay since he left 


the FBI Sept. 24, plus the 
removal of a permanent black 
mark against his name which 
he said has kept him from 
finding work since then.

Shaw was enrolled in John 
Jay College by the FBI to 
prepare him for a faculty 
position at the FBI national 
academy at Quantico, Va. 

At the conclusion of the 
course. Shaw wrote to his 
professor a l&-page letter 
which largely defended the 
FBI as an Institution but 
which said Hoover has 
developed a "personality 
cult” around him which Is 
largely responsible for 
advancement within the 
bureau. 


Ck)vemment sources in 
Tanzania have declined to 
comment on Amin’s invasion 
statement, but initial reaction 
among observers there is that 
it was logical to move troops 
up to secure the 120-mile-long 
border between the two 
countries. ,

Amin said: “If any troops 
cross into Uganda to try to 
interfere with our internal 
affairs, we will fight. And I 
am sure we will defend 
Uganda effectively.” 

He said his military) 
government was firmly in 
control of the entire country. 

At a press conference, 
Amin declined to. say how 
many people died during the 
military takeover. Some re¬ 
ports circulating here have 
put the number of dead from 
70 to more than 200.

Asked about a statement by 
Obote giving the rebel general 
24 hours to step down, Amin 
said: “He can come back to 
Uganda as a citizen, but 
never as president.'*

• The board published a 
summary o t a retirement 
study — the most exhaustive 
research project of its type 
yet carried out in Canada. 

• The board prepared a 
zoning bylaw for Salt Spring 
Island. (This became law two 
weeks ago.) 

• The technical planning 

committee met for the first 
time. This is composed of 
municipal, provincial and 
other professional and 
technical persons and pro¬ 
vides for close cooperation 
within the Regional Planning 
Process. « 

• The board approved a 
report of program and pri¬ 
orities for the planning func¬ 
tion. The main finding of this 
re|»rt is the urgency for 
preparation of a new regional 
plan. 

• Approximately $6 million 
worth of sower construction 
is now either completed or 
close to final completion. 

Curtis told the board, "that 
quite apart from sewer con¬ 
struction, our engineering 
function includes building-in¬ 


spection duties in electorial 
areas; a stud£ of solid waste 
disposal techniques and the 
possibility 'of using the 
regional mechanism to ex¬ 
pand. accelerate and carry 
out the rehabilitation of the 
Gorge Waterway. Portage 
Inlet, and the upper reaches 
of the Inner Harbor. 

“In my view, regionalism 
can achieve here what could 
well be the outstanding con¬ 
tinuing project of the capital 
area’s core. Past neglect of 
the entire waterway borders 
on almost criminal Indiffer¬ 
ence,” Curtis said.

Drug-Abuse Program 

Ottawa to Seek 
Truth on Marijuana 
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OTTAWA (CP) — The 
federal government stepjied 
up its drug abuse program 
Wednesday with priority 
attention' going to learning 
exactly what marijuana and 
other cannabis substances do 
to users, then telling the truth 
about it. 

Cost of the total program is 
being stepped up tenfold to 
$4.5 million starting April 1. 
Health Minister John Munro 
announced in the Commons. 

It* main component*, and 
the budgeta, are: research 
81.2 million, information 81.1 
million, analytical services 
8200,000, innovative services 
32 million.

Cannabis will be the chief 
research target. Dr. Aurele 
Beaulnes, who heads the drug

Sixty or 70 per cent of the 
hinds will go to finding out 
precisely what a standard 
form of the drug does in the 
body. 

Fifty research projects in¬ 
volving more than a do/cn 
institutions already have been 
proposed. 

These include controlled 
studies to show how the body 
responds to known doses of 
the active ingredients of 
cannabis — how much it 
speeds up the heart, how 
much it changes perception. 

Once the scientific verdict 
is in, tlie word will go out so 


the hazards, if any. will be 
known.

OTTAWA — There has been 
another federal government 
not-so-secret "memorandum” 
— this one on the handling 
and release of unemployment 
totals — and another uproar 
in the Commons.

Lang sent out a "directive” to 
h i s regional departmental 


offices instructing them to 
keep quiet about unemploy¬ 
ment figures, and, if finding it 
impossible under pressure to 
"hush them up,*" then to put 
the best possible face on the 
unhappy jobless totals. 

In the Commons Wednes¬ 
day. Lang denied he had sent 
out such a memorandum. He 
simply couldn't have sent it 
out, he explained to a vocally 
skeptical opposition, because 
he didn’t know anything about 
such a directive 


Former Conservative leader 
John Diefenbaker stormed 
that this was "just another 
cover-up.” and then laughed 
at the uncomfortable Lang 
that “two secret memoran¬ 
dums in a week is just about 
par for this government.” 

The uproar seemed about to 
subside until only minutes 
later, outside the House in the 
corridors of ttfe Commons, 
Lang conceded that yes, there 
had been a "directive." but 
that he hadn’t sent it out.

Womb Needs Time 


By Ci. t\ THOSTESON, MD 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
just had my post-natal 
checkup after having our 
third child. The doctor told 
me that my womb, or uterus, 
did not go back into normal 
position. 

Would you please discuss 
this? I am wondering about 
such things as: Will I be able 
to get pregnant and carry 
another child? Will this affect 
my menstrual periods? Does 
it have anything to do with 
one's figure?—8.G. 

The uterus (obviously) has 
to become quite distended as 
l h e b a b y -t o -be grows. 
Normally after delivery, the 
uterus gradually reduces in 
size — this is called involu¬ 
tion. 


Occasionally, this involution 
is incomplete — for various 
reasons. There may be reten¬ 
tion of some of the after¬ 
birth, and it must be re¬ 
moved. Or the lining of the 
uterus may not re-form com¬ 
pletely. Or some other ab¬ 
normality may be at fault. 

I presume that your 
checkup was at the usual 
time, about six weeks after 
the birth. Depending on the 
exact symptoms, perhaps a 
little more time is required 
for the uterus to resume its 
former state. You should 
watch for abnormal bleeding, 
however, and in any event 
you should be checked again 
by your doctor in a little 
while. 

As to your three specific 


questions, I would say no to 
all. Another pregnancy is not 
likely unless the uterus com¬ 
pletes its involution: there 
should be no effect on your 
menstrual cycle; there should I 
be no change in your figure 
because of this.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
to take a laxative and an 
enema to get my bowels to 
move, and t afterward my 
stomach gets shaky and sick. 
This is not natural, so what 
can be done about it?—Mrs. 
I.M. 

Quit the enemas, use only 
mild laxatives, and then only 
when you have given other 
methods a fair trial.

NANAIMO — Nanaimo school 
board has been authorized to call ten¬ 
ders for $653,200 worth of construc¬ 
tion on four elementary schools.

The board 
couldn’t guarantee September com¬ 
pletion, but there is “ a good chance.”

Utah Mine Monitor Will Save UVic Study 


A Pollution Control Branch 
order requiring Utah Con¬ 
struction and Mining Co. Ltd. 
to conduct a comprehensive 
monitoring program for its 
planned copper-molybdenum 
mine near Port Hardy could 
save time and effort for a 
University of Victoria oceano¬ 
grapher. 

Since the mine was first 
proposed in 1969, Dr. Jack 
Littiepage of the UVic biology 
department has been trying to 
fit a modest data collection 
program for Rupert Inlet into 
his regular research activities.

The regular activities some¬ 
times include taking a re¬ 
search vessel along the north 
end of Vancouver Island. 
When time permits, the 
oceanographer 1ms been at¬ 
tempting to take the ship 
along with his students and 
technicians into the Inlet for 
a bit of work. 

One voyage at the end of 
last dimmer has been the 
only trip to date on which 
relevant work could actually 


be done, but a second trip is 
scheduled for sometime this 
spring, so data • will be 
available from both produc¬ 
tive and less productive 
periods of the Inlet. 

"We heal’d the mine would 
be going in and knew there 
was very little data for the 
area, so we just wanted to get 
some background informa¬ 
tion," he said.

"This information isn’t the 
kind that would be especially 
interesting for an appeal 
board, but would be useful 
later to compare and see 
what changes might have 
occurred." 

Work done by the UVic 
group included diving to 
determine what type of fauna 
was in the area, chlorophyll 
tests to measure the amount 
of plant material present, 
carbon measurements to note 
how rapidly the* material is 
growing and nutrient analysis 
to see what is presently in the 
water. 

Littlepage had lieen plan¬ 
ning, for as lung as his other 


research would allow, to 
continue tests whenever in the 
area. After hearing terms of 
a lailings-disposal permit 
granted the mining company, 
however, he said this may not 
be necessary. 

Utah officials are now 
working with Pollution Con¬ 
trol Branch staff to develop 


an acceptable monitoring pro¬ 
gram for the Inlet where 9.3 
million gallons of tailings will 
be dumped daily.

In part one of this first 
phase, base-line information 
covering biological, chemical 
and physical aspects of the 
area will be gathered. 

The second section of work 
that must be completed 
before dumping begins in¬ 
volves determining the "zone 
of influence” of . dissolved 
materials in the tailings. 

This test uses some type of 
simulation technique such as 
dye at the point where the 
tailings will be discharged. 

A Pollution Control Branch 
spokesman explained this 
would be necessary because 
although it is known the 
tailings will settle on the Inlet 
floor, there must be some 
method of determining where 
dissolved elements in the 
effluent will move. 

Phase two of the monitoring 
program, which will begin 
when discharge does and 
continue for a minimum five- 
year ‘period, will involve 


continuing collection of base¬ 
line material. 

By continuing monitoring 
and comparison with past 
data, it will be possible to 
determine the effects of the 
tailing disposal on the receiv¬ 
ing environment. 

A further aspect will also 
be added to the monitoring at 
this stage, when the efflUfent 
itself must be scrutinized. 
The P C B spokesman ex¬ 
plained that as the tailings 
would be the source of any 
‘changes that might occur, it 
would be necessary to know 
what was contained in them.
